Captain Edward V. Rickenbacker, America’s first ace, 
said: ‘‘Luke was the greatest fighter 
air. If he bad gone on I would have looked like a third-rater!”’ 

Thus young Luke made good his boast in only 17 days 
of actual fighting, in which he brought down 14+ German 
captive balloons and 4 German planes. And then, brought 
down by the Germans, he refused to surrender, fighting 

with a six-shooter until his final bullet was spent—true
